Kansas, two front A rkansas and one 
front New York. 
R eg istran ts within 
the S tate came front all 
directions. 
Clark County to the northeast, New 
Madrid to the southeast, 
McDonald 
to the southwest, and H arrison to the 
north, all being represented. 
Special attention to honey, as 
well 
as to beekeeping practices, was em ­ 
phasized at the sessions. 
It was felt 
that as more people come to appre­ 
ciate the good qualities of honey

will be much more widely used. P rac­ 
tices in Europe indicate that 
vast 
am ounts of honey are produced there 
that are marketed at very satisfac­ 
tory prices.
